Mery. This 'tis, not to eonfider : for m fo ſaying, you 
diſhonour the whole Society of the Crape-Gown Order of 
D. D's, and B. Dis. andthe more inferior fort of Rectors 
and Vicars, who have now undertaken to be the State-Phy- 
ſitians themſelves. And'do you think thar the: Applications 
of Bow Church Sermons, Gaild-ha## Sermons, Atflize Ser- 
mons, and Anniverſary Sermons are not much more. whole- 
ſome for the preſent diſtempers of the State, than the Eu- 
phorbucuw and Cantharides of the Obſervator and Heraclitus :

Scripture, therefore they are commanded to Preach Obedi- 
ence to the Government. | | 

Mery. That is to fay, inCivil affairs, they ate to Preach 
General Obedience to the Laws and the Govergment; but 
thence it does not follow they are 'to be Judges.of the 
breaches of that Obedience : For. were it otherwiſe, they 
were to take their Texts out of Polton, and.not' out of the 
Bible. For example, were the difference between the Peo- 
ple and the Magiſtrate, whither the Statute of - Fegfai/s, or 
the Habeas-Corpus Atwere to be Repeal'd; what have they 
to do with that 2 No more than the. Payer of Wakefield, 
Would it not be fine ſport, to hear the Pulpits ring with 
the Habeas Corpus At, or the Statute of Jeofails > You are 
commanded to obey the Statute-of Feofailes, you are com- 
manded to obey the Habeas m_ Act, Fob 36:21, In like. 
manner, what have they to do with Afociatians and Ad- 
dreſſes, as they are the Diſputes of State? For let them talk 
till their Lungs ake, they can-»never prove by Scripture, 


that either-politicahA(ſociations or Addreſles are forbidden, 
in refetence to the Engliſh Government. Burt if the Prinoe. 


ſhall once declare his particular diſlike to ſuch proceedings, 


then are they to preſs a general Obedience to his Will and. 


Pleaſure, fo tar: as is conſentaneous toDivine Writ, 
Prieſt. Who hall be Judge of that ? 


 "Mery. "The very definition of a Chriſtian Loyalty it ſelf: 


That is to ſay, That vertuous and inviolable Fidelity _ 
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the Subje& ows to- his-Lawful Prince, by vertue of the: 
fame Obligations and Ties by which he is bound to God : 
And this 1s that true Chriſtian Obedience which every true 
Miniſter of the Church ought to inculcate into the hearts 
of their Hearers by the force of pure Divinity, not Argu- 
ments of State, which. are, fluftuating and inconſtant; in 
regard that Reaſon of State, and alteration of Government 
may alter the caſe of Otedience upon various occaſions ; 
in ſo much, that in the quick Turns and Revolutions of the 
latter end of Z. 8. Ed. 6. Queen Mary and Eliſabeth, ſome: 
of the greateſt promoters and PraCtiſers of Politick Obedi- 
ence, were aſham'd at laſt of their frequent compliance, 
and retir'd out of the way ; as you may Read in the Hiſtory 
of the Reformation it fel 

Prieſt. You have given a nice Diſtinftion' of Loyalty, 
pray make it out. 

Mery. The firſt is that Chriſtian Obedience which is due 
to-the ſupreme power by the Law of God, fo far as may 
ſtand with the Sacred Intereſt of Salvation. The ſecond is 
an Obedience upon the moral motives of Human Intereſt to 
the Law of Man, which may ſometimes impoſe commands 
whuch a ſincere and upright Conſcience may in ſome mea- 
ſure ſcruple at, nay poſitively deny. a ſubmiſſion:to :. as in 
the caſe of the Three Children; or by a late freſh example: 
in the caſe of the late times, when even temporal obedi- 
ence was refusd by all. that adheard to the King whom 
dire neceſſity did not compel to it: 

The: late Times, what d'ye +talk of thoſe Uſur- 
pers. 

Mery. However to talk like a Divine, 1t was a Supreme 
Power, tho? ſet over. us for. our ſins and our - puniſhment : 
And moſt certain. it. is, : that both : we and: the'Calviniſts a- 
gree. in this, That, E7am. Infideli Magiſtratus obediendum eſt, 
with fafety of Conſcience. 1 only ipcak this to ſhew, that

Prieſt. Well, but then to the ſecond. ' 

Mery. The ſecond, which is an Obedience to commands } 
enjoined by the Politick Conſtitution and Frame of Govern- . 

' ment, I think there is no Diſſenter in Zxg/and, that would | 
not be accounted a Rebel, but would confirm it to his Prince 
with his Heart, his Hand and his Purſe. And this is pro- 
perly calſd Loyalty, Loyaute, Legalidad, ( all from the La- | 
tin word Zex) which ads according to the Laws of Nature - 
and Policy, as being due firſt to thoſe Laws, and then to 
the Miniſter of thote Laws, as the derivation of the Word 
plainly implies. Which being the chief fatisfaCtion to the 
Civil Magiſtrate, it ſeems hard that Eccleſiaſtical Jurisdi- 
tion ſhould make ſuch a heavy clutter for her far leſs incon- 
ſiderable mite of a coercive power. Juſt as if one and the 
ſame man owed the ſecular claim a Hundred thouſand pound, 
and the Eccleſiaſtical pretenſions Twenty pound; the Secu-. 
{ar Magiſtrate ſhould be bound to give no Releaſe for the 
whole Hundred thouſand pound, becauſe the ſame perfon | 
requeſted the Ecclefiaſtical JurisdKtion to abate Five pound 
of her Twenty. |
